Dr.  Donald  B.  Koonce,  in  his  talk  on  "Noblesse 
Oblige,"    gave   us   a   greater   understanding   of   the  work  which  lay  ahead. 

At  last!  Classes  were  over  and  we  turned  our  attention  to  the  beaches.  The  much  anticipated 
summer  vacations  had  begun. 

On  returning,  we  received  the  coveted  Senior  band.  The  implied  dignity  of  these  newly 
decorated  caps  lifted  our  spirits  and  broadened  our  shoulders  to  assume  added  responsibility.
